If any more citrus, experiment stft- 
tlons are located a t Riverside tbe 
taxpayers of t h e state ought to refoae 
to pay for such useless expenditure; 
The time has gone by for silence on 
this question. Riverside Is not a suit­ 
able place for experimental work In 
citrus culture. It is too cold. The ex­ 
periment station, in Riverside is a fail^ 
ure, a dead: failure, because they can­ 
not grow anything long enough .to 
make a-study of It. The frost kills 
the new growth every year as regular 
as the year comes around. 


The bill just passed by the legisla­ 
ture whioh is the opening W e d g e for 
tbe establishment of this experiment­ 
al station, Is fathered by Bills of Ri­ 
verside, and he is working. In,., the in­ 
terests of Riverside, naturally. 
Dean 
Hunt of the agricultural college at 
Berkeley is said to favor RlVerside as 
a place for this experimental station. 


The citrus growers of the Covlna 
valley must get busy a t once, and 
communicate with Dean Hunt, showU 
ing. 
their 
disapproval of any such 
move. To locate ft scientific 
station 
at such a place when one station has 
already shown beyond doubt that ex­ 
perimentation is a (allure in that dis­ 
trict, is absurd, and savors of political 
dealing of a shady character. The ex­ 
perts know better khan to' recommend 
Riverside on Its merits.

Personally I do

The secretary of the California Walnut Growers' Asso<?iatiqh told 
local walnut growers this week that the-seven-year-old trees in \"v*est 
Covina were equal in size arid thriftiness to fourteenryear-old t r | ^ | 
in many other districts. 
He had no ax to.grind in stating this-^he- 
simply stated it as a fact. 


Once it was said that walnuts would not do well unless the l^ifl 
was very light and sandy, and it was also said that very little water 
should be used. 
Too much emphasis was placed on these two ideaa. 
The ideas originated from the "fact that walnuts jWill grow arid, do 
fairly well on soil that will not grow-the more grossly-feeding trees, 
and that they will continue to grow on hillsides where little water 
is to be had. This does not prove that the walnut will not do better 
in good soil with plenty of water. 
One might just as well-say that 
the California poppy will only thrive on the wild hillside. 
We^know 
that the poppy in the well-watered garden is far superior to the hill­ 
side poppies. 
The West Covina walnut tree is demonstrating what 
water and good soil will do.

Learning Things That Are Not So. 


Years ago, lines were drawn sharply around the Covina orange 
groves, and the early pioneers, many of them, said that citrus fruits 
would not do well outside of these lines. Courageous men came in 
and planted grdves outside this supposed "dead-line," and the citrus 
groves continued to reach out further over the plains. 


There is not an acre of ground in the Covina valley that is not 
-'adaptable to the growth of citrus fruits,-so far as climate and soil 
are concerned. 
We have seen the groves planted out east, west and 
south, and these groves are. thriving. 


Along with the theory of the climatic dead-line has also gone that 
theory about 
the AVater-bearing strata underground. 
Pumping 
plants now supply water for many acres of ground in places where it 
was said that no water was to be had. 
Only this week, a big plant 
was tested out on the east of Covina, and the water is sufficient to 
irrigate 175 acres. 
It is the center of the old "no water" district. 


Invest In More Macadam. 


Only a few days have elapsed since a portion of the Citrus avenue 
strip of macadam was opened to the public for" use. 
The route is 
now open from Pomona over the middle-valley boulevards to Covina, 
making use of what we know as Cienega avenue. In a few days the 
upper end of Citrus avenue to 
7 the foothill;;, all built in concrete, will 
be opened. 
The travelers on the foothill boulevard from San Ber­ 
nardino will find the Covina route the shorter and in some respects, 
the more beautiful route.

The general results obtained from 
the inoculation of over a hundred 
healthy lemon trees betwen March, 


1912, 
and November, 1913, is partial 
answer to the first two questions and 
may be briefly summarized as follows: 


1. 
Gumming and killing of large 
patches of bark resulted from insert­ 
ing Into cuts in healthy trees bits of 
diseased bark or diseased wood taken 
from diseased gummosls trees. 


2. 
No gumming or killing of tissue 
was brought about by inserting into 
cuts in the opposite sides of these 
same healthy trees bits of sound bark 
or sound wood taken from other heal­ 
thy trees. 


3. 
Gumming and killing of bark re­ 
sulted from inserting spores from cul­ 
tures of the gray fungus (Botrytis) In­ 
to cuts or very slight wounds in the 
trunks of healthy trees. Gum was also- 
induced and bark killed by inserting 
cultures of two other fungi, one a 
pink fungus (Tubercularia) and the 
other a white fungus not yet fully 
Identified. All of these fungi had been 
isolated from diseased tissue 
from 
trees suffering with gummosls In Cali­ 
fornia. 


4. 
No 
gumming 
resulted 
from 
wounds alone such SB pounding with 
a hammer, cutting or slitting the bark 
with a knife and boring with an auger, 
providing the bark surfaces had pre­ 
viously been cleansed or sterilized and 
the wounds made with sterilized tools. 
Exactly 
similar 
wounds, 
however, 
made on the same set of trees and af­ 
terward infected with the gray fungus 
(Botrytis) were followed by copious 
gumming and killing of bark. 


5. 
The application of neat's foot oil 
caused a greater visible growth of 
fungi than where the oil was not ap­ 
plied. 


As a result of these experiments 
which demonstrated conclusively that 
certain gum-producing-"fungi were as­ 
sociated with gumpapsis .'to* certain lo-j 
calities, i two. 
-/large xorppraUons, /jhe 
Llmoneira Company, at Santa, Paula) 
and the San^PJego Fruit Company at 
Chula Vista, began the general and 
extensive use of Bordeaux 'paste in 
the treatment .of gummosls. The re­ 
sults of the use of Bordeaux paste at 
both these places are quite .promising, 
although it is too soon to draw defi­ 
nite conclusions until another growing 
season is well advanced. 


A safe formula for Bordeaux paste 
appeared to be one part of blue-stone 
to two parts of rock lime. The lime 
was slaked and the bluestone dissolv­ 
ed separately and then stirred togeth­ 
er to give a mixture of the consisten­ 
cy of whitewash. The care that had 
previously been exercised in keeping 
the soil dug up under the tree next 
the trunk, the removal of the earth 
from about the bud-union and the 
avoidance of too much water near the 
crown were by no means neglected. 
The Bordeaux was simply added to 
kill out possible infection and to avoid 
further spread. 


As a result of these inoculations, 
the Llmoneira Company began spray­ 
ing the trunks of all their lemon trees, 
except certain checks, with a strong 
Bordeaux mixture. The practice of 
cutting off all old dead stubs and wax­ 
ing or painting of all old injuries or 
large cut surfaces has also been car­ 
ried out since these experiments be­ 
gan.

OUR 
MARINE CORPS. 


Not«ri For Bravs 0««dt 8lne« th« Days 
of tho Revolution, 


Our marine corps was organised by 
act of the Continental congress In 1776, 
and Its history continues 
unbroken 
down to the present time. It la the old* 
est branch of the military service and 
was originally created to prevent mu­ 
tiny by the sailors, many of whom 
wore "impressed." 


Then, too, in the days of sailing 
ships, and especially In bottle at sea. 
the sailors were largely occupied in 
maneuvering the vessel Fighting was 
at close quarters, and a large body of 
men who had nothing to do but fight 
was of great service. The advent of 
steam and of long range guns made the 
old style of fighting Impossible. 
* 


The story of the marine corps Is a 
stirring one. The marinesjjistlngulshcd 
themselves first in 1770 in the battle 
between tho Bonhomrae Richard and 
the Sera pis. 
They bad previously, In 
1770, 
takoi part in the bloodless enp- 
tnro of 100 cannon nt New Providence, 
In the Bahamas. They fought In Trip­ 
oli in 180S, and In 1805 they made a re­ 
markable march across the Libynn des­ 
ert and took the fortress of Dernn. 


At New Orleans in 1813 the ma­ 
rines again distinguished themselves, 
and they covered themselves with glory 
at the brittle between the Chesapeake 
and Shannon. At Sblmonosckl. Japan. 
In 180-1; Formosa In 1807, in Korea In 
1871, 
Panama in 1885. nt Manila and 
Guantnnamo In the war with Spain 
and In China during the Boxer out­ 
break they proved their worth.—Har­ 
per's Weekly.

Most recent experiments show that 
the Idea that bacteria in general are 
not harmod by freezing is uutonable.

that as destructive effects are pro­ 
duced upon bacterial life from the torn- 
porature of suit and pouudod ice as 
from that of liquid air. Tho critical 
point appears to be somewhat about 
tho freezing point of water. 
Anorgan- 
tsm that can pass this point in safety 
may bo proof against even absolute 
zero. 
A few Individual bactoria in 
ovory culture tried were uble to endure 
unharmed the tomperature of liquid, 
air. This Is bolluvod to have boon due 
to tho absence of water in cells.—SL
